' THE LEGAL TENURE OF SLAVERY. 





William Goodell has commenced a series of 
letters in the National Era, under this caption, in 
which he says * My first affirmation is that American 


slavery is not legal; that it is destitute of the sane_) what they can raise to the agent—also any private

tions of valid law.’ 

We are glad to see this question discussed in the 
Era. We hope that ere long the American people 
will give it a careful consideration, and that the 
investigation will result in the conclusion, with 
Whigs and Democrats, that there is a law higher 
than the slave-catching law of Congress ; and with 
all Free Soilers, that there is a Constitution superior 
in authority to that of the American nation ; one 
that is to hold its authority in all cases by virtue of 
justice and right. 

Mr. Goodell defines his position as follows: 


“When I say that American Slavery is not legal, | 


[ do not deny that there are legislative enactments 
and judicial decisions, designed and adapted to pro- 
tect it. 
decisions possess any binding or legal force. We 


all know that there may be legislative enactments | 


which, from various defects, are void of any binding 
force, and therefore the courts set then aside. The 
jurisprudence of England and America familiarize 
us with instances of the kind. Were it otherwise. 
the legislature would he omnipotent, and the neo le 
would have no security fur their rights. Constitu- 
tions and Bills of Rights were constructed to cuard 
against the inviolability of legislation. Thev take 
for granted that there may be provisions én the 
statute book, which have no legal or binding force, 
and thev indicate the necessity and the process ¢ { 
setting them aside. And judicial decisions as well 
as lezislative enactments may fail of possessing the 
uitributes of law. They may be, and sometimes 
are, in direct Violation of law. As such, they are no 
unfrequently set aside. One court reverses the de- 
cision of another court, and in dving soe, afirn 

that the previous decision was no! law. The saine 
court, and sometimes the same judge, zives a decis- 
ion diametrically opposite to a former one, thereby 
affirming the illegality of the former decision. 
This was done by Lord Chief Justice Mansfeld, in 
the Somerset case, affirming the illegality of Slavery
